New York, March 18.—Flames which

The Walls Fall. 


In the meantime the entire building 
was being enveloped in flames, which 
shot out from every window and 
formed a picture which struck terror 
to all who were witnessing it. Within 
40 or 45 minutes after the fire first 
broke out the walls on the Fifth avenue 
side showed every indication of falling. 
and presently, with an awful crash, 
they struck the asphalt covering of. 
the street in front of the hotel and 
caused the hundreds of people who 
were standing there to seatter in every 
direction. This fall weakened the walls 
on the Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh 
street sides, and they followed a mo- 
ment later. When the walls fell the 
briek and mortar and twisted girders 
and corrugated iron filled the streets 
on three sides of the hotel. The door 
steps and iron fences in front of the 
houses on the opposite side of the street 
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falling walls, and the amount of debris 
piled in the streets was so great that 
travel will be impeded for several days. 
The northeast wing of the hotel con- 
tinued to burn for a half hour after the 
walls of the other part of the building 
fell. Firemen continued to play 
streams upon the flames and also upon 
all the adjoining buildings, including 
Ass Gould’s residence, which seemed 
in imminent danger of catching fire, 
but the flames were brought under con- 
trol before they could reach any of 
them. 
Discovered by a Boy. 

There were many thrilling scenes in 
the hotel during the early stages of the 
fire. A hall boy discovered the flames 
while he was passing along on the 
fourth floor, immediately over the 
rooms occupied by President McKin- 
ley’s brother, Abner McKinley, and hia 
family. The boy pulled a chain at- 
tached to the fire alarm, but the chain 
broke, and then he cried out an alarm 
of fire and ran to the floor below. The 
blaze was then licking up everything 
on the Fifth avenue end of the build- 
ing, and the lad, when he got to the 
floor above the main hall, ran into the 
American dining-room and gave the 
alarm to the guests there. Only a few 
persons were in the dining-room at 
the time, and they escaped. When the 
boy reached the main floor Warren F, 
Leland, the proprietor of the hotel, was 
in the rear of the long hall, and the boy 
shouted to him that the building was 
on fire. On Mr. Leland’s instructions 
the clerks tried to save all the books 
and papers, and the boy then rushed 
down the basement stairway and 
alarmed the women who were at work 
in the laundry. It is believed that all 
of them escaped.

Spain’s Queen Regent Signs the 
Treaty of Peace. 


GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS PLEASED. 


Technically, However, the War Will 
Not Be Ended Until That Fact 
Is Officially Proclaimed by 
the President. 


Madrid, March 18,—The queen re- 
gent has signed the treaty of peace be- 
tween Spain and the United States. 

The next step must be taken by 


| Spain; thatis, she must name her spe- 


cial envoy and notify the United States 
government of the probable date upon 
which he will present himself in Wash- 
ington with the exchange copy of the 
treaty of peace. Although in most in- 
stances little more than a perfunctory 
ceremony, in the case of the exchange 
of ratifications of this treaty the de- 
tails will be of more than ordinary in- 
terest, for the occasion will be his- 
torical. 

The signed treaty of peace will be 
forwarded to the French ambassador 
at Washington, M. Jules Cambon, for 
exchange with the one signed by Pres- 
ident McKinley. No decree on the sub- 
ject will be published in the official 
Gazette. 

The draft of the treaty of peace be- 
tween Spain and the United States was 
signed in Paris on December 10,1898. It 
was approved by the United States sen- 
ate by a vote of 57 to 27, on February 6, 
and was signed by the president on 
February 10. 

The News in Washington. 

Washington, March 18.—The news of 
the signature of the peace treaty by the 
queen regent of Spain was conveyed to 
Secretary Hay and the officials of the 
administration through the bulletin of 
the Associated Press. The secretary 
was naturally gratified at the action, 
which he had expected would follow the 
course of the cortes. ‘The action makes 
it: possible to exchange the ratifications 
and thus complete the treaty within the 
time set by the treaty itself as the max- 
imum. ‘The protocol was signed Au- 
gust 13 last at the white house by the 
president and Ambassador Cambon. De- 
cember 10 the treaty was signed at 
Paris by the commissioners. Febru- 
ary 6it was ratified by the United States 
senate after a memorable struggle. 
February 10 the president gave it his 
signature, and now, Friday, seven 
months and four days after the sign- 
ing of the protocol, the Spanish queen 
regent gave her formal assent and sig- 
nature. 

Future Proceedings. 

Official news of the action at Madrid 
was not conveyed to the state depart- 
ment before the close of the depart- 
ment for the day. M. Cambon called 
at the department about ten minutes 
to four o’clock, and in the absence of 
Secretary Hay called upon Assistant 
Secretary Hill. He told the latter that 
he believed the treaty had been signed. 
It seems now probable that to the am- 
bassador will be confided the honor of 
closing up the task which he set about, 
seven months ago, of bringing two 
great nations then at war to a state of 
peace. Usually the rule is for a nation 
situated as is Spain to send a special 
envoy charged with the duty of ex- 
changing the ratifications. In this case 
the wish of the United States govern- 
ment will be consulted, and there is 
little doubt; in view of the kindly re- 
gard entertained for the ambassador 
by the president, that he will elect to 
have M. Cambon act for the last time 
as the representative of the Spanish 
government and make the exchange. A 
good reason also for accepting again 
the ambassador’s offices in this last 
function would: be the saving of time. 
It is presumed that the Spanish gov- 
ernment is desirous to hasten the com- 
plete restoration of peace, and this 
government. is certainly equally anx- 
ious, so that if time can be saved by 
accepting the services. of the ambassa- 
dor here, instead of awaiting the se- 
lection and coming of one from Mad- 
rid, that course is likely to be pur- 
sued. 

The Spanish Prisoners, 

The signing of the treaty cannot in 
any manner affect the status of the 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of 
Aguinaldo, for the United States gov- 
ernment is doing all that it can to se- 
cure their release. Still it is appre- 
hended that the Spanish government, 
being able to address itself directly to

A Mass of Ruins. 

The flames could not be checked, and 
in two hours the entire structure was 
in ruins and the streets on three sides 
of the building were filled with debris 
from fallen walls and chimneys, while 
the streams of water being poured 
upon the interior of the ruins had no 
other effect, than to fill the air with 
clouds of scalding steam, making it.im- 
possible for anyone to approach near 
enough to search for the bodies of 
those who perished. 

Leap from the Windows. 

Soon after the first alarm was given 
people in the lower floors of the hotel, 
those who had easy access'to the street 
and the stairway, commenced to pour 
out of the building in great numbers, 
but it very soon became apparent that 
a great majority of the occupants of 
the hotel were either panic-stricken or 
unableto make their way to the ground 
floor. Windows were thrown up on 
every side of the building and guests, 


mostly women, in all stages of terror | 


made their appearance and uttered 


7h 
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Gould, and at her direction many of the 
injured. were earried there and were 
treated by physicians and nurses whom 
she had sent for. In the meantime the 
chiet of police had telephoned to every 
hospital in the city, asking that assist- 
ance be sent. Ambulances forced their 
way through the crowds as quickly as 
possible, and the injured people who 
had made frightful leaps from the hotel 
Windows were placed in them and re- 
moved to the hospitals. Several occu- 
pants of the hotel appeared at the win- 
dows of the sixth and seventh stories, 
and, even on the roof, and leaped to the 
streets from those points. Very few 
of them escaped either instant death or 
injuries which resulted in their death 
a short time later, . 
The Walls Fall, 

In the meantime the entire building 
was being enveloped in flames, which 
shot out from every window and 
formed a picture which struck terror 
to all who were witnessing it.. Within 
40 or 45 minutes after the fire first 
broke out the walls on the Fifth avenue 
side showed every indication of falling, 
and presently, with an awful crash, 
they struck the asphalt covering of 
the street in front of the hotel and 
caused the hundreds of people who 
were standing there to scatter in every 
direction. This fall weakened the walls 
on the Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh 
Street sides, and they followed a mo- 
ment later. When the walls fell the 
brick and mortar and twisted girders 
and corrugated iron filled the streets 
on three sides of the hotel. The door 
steps and iron fences in front of the 
houses on the opposite side of the street 


from the hotel were wrecked by the 


falling walls, and the amount of debris 
piled in the streets was so great. that 
travel will be impeded for several days. 
The northeast. wing of the hotel con- 
tinued to burn for a half hour after the 
walls of the other part of the building 
fell. Firemen continued to play 
streams upon the flames and also upon 
all the adjoining buildings, including 
Mies Could’s residence, which seemed 
in immininent danger of catching fire, 
but the flames were brought under con- 
trol before they could reach any of 
them. 
Discovered by a Boy. 

There were many thrilling scenes in 
the hotel during the early stages of the 
fire. A hall boy discovered the flames 
while he was passing along on the 
fourth floor, immediately over the 
rooms occupied by President MecKin- 
ley’s brother, Abner McKinley, and hia 
family. The boy pulled a chain at- 
tached to the fire alarm, but the chain 
broke, and then he cried out an alarm 
of fire and ran to the floor below. The 
blaze was then licking up everything 
on the Fifth avenue end of the build- 
ing, and the lad, when he got to the 
floor above the main hall, ran into the 
American dining-room and gave the 
alarm: to the guests there. Only a few 
persons were in the dining-room at 
the time, and they escaped. When the 
boy reached the main floor Warren F., 
Leland, the proprietor of the hotel, was 
in the rear of the long hall, and the boy 
shouted to him that the building was 
on fire. On Mr. Leland’s instructions 
the clerks tried to save all the books 
and papers, and the boy then rushed 
down the basement stairway and 
alarmed the women who were at work 
in the laundry. It is believed that all 
of them escaped. 

, Seme Rescue Scenes, 

One of the most daring rescues ef- 
fected by the firemen occurred on the 
fifth floonon the Fifth avenue front. An 
elderly woman was seen at a window 
and two firemen succeeded. in reaching 
the window immediately underneath. 
One of them climbed to the coping of 
the window on which he was standing 
and then swung the woman clear of the 
window and landed her safely in the 
arms! of his companion, who, with the 
assistance of several other firemen, 
passed. her down to the street.. 

One of the most thrilling scenes of 
the fire—at a time when the building 
was a seething cauldron of flame—was 
the heroic rescue of several women 
from the upper stories. One had been 
carried down from the fifth story. Mrs. 
A. H. Fuller, of Pittsburgh, then ap- 
peared with her maid at the window of 
the fourth story. It seemed an age be- 
fore the ladder was lowered. Firemen 
ran up and with great difficulty 
brought down Mrs. Fuller and. her 
maid. Just as she was gotten out of 
the window a middle-aged woman ap- 
peared at a window just north of that 
at which the ladder was placed. The 
woman, fearing she would not be res- 
cued, prepared to jump. : 

She was warned to keep back, and be- 
came panic-stricken and stepped back 
into the dense smoke. A hook and lad- 
der man, seeing the desperation of the 
woman, seized a scaling ladder and 
went up story after story through the 
blinding smoke. He climbed to the 
coping just as the woman reappeared. 
Seizing her by the waist and holding 
tightly to the wall of the building, he 
crept slowly on the coping and passed 
the fainting woman to another fireman

treaty of peace. Although in most in- 
stances little more than a perfunctory 
ceremony, in the case of the exchange 
of ratifications of this treaty the de- 
tails will be of more than ordinary in- 
terest, for the occasion will be his- 
torical. 

The signed treaty of peace will be 
forwarded to the French ambassador 
at Washington, M. Jules Cambon, for 
exchange with the one signed by Pres- 
ident McKinley. No decree on the sub- 
ject will be published in the official 
Gazette. | 

The draft of the treaty of peace be- 
tween Spain and the United States was 
signed in Paris on December 10,1898. It 
was approved by the United States sen- 
ate by a vote of 57 to 27, on February 6, 
and was signed by the president on 
February 10. 

The News in Washington. 

Washington, March 18.—The news of 
the signature of the peace treaty by the 
queen regent of Spain was conveyed to 
secretary Hay and the officials of the 
administration through the bulletin of 
the Associated Press. The secretary 
was naturally gratified at the action, 
which he had expected would follow the 
course of the cortes. The action makes 
it possible to exchange the ratifications 
and thus complete the treaty within the 
time set by the treaty itself as the max- 
imum. The protocol was signed Au- 
gust 13 last at the white house by the 
president and Ambassador Cambon. De- 
cember 10 the treaty was signed at 
Paris by the commissioners. Febru- 
ary 6it was ratified by the United States 
senate after a memorable 
February 10 the president gave it his 
signature, and now, Friday, seven 
months and four days after the sign- 
ing of the protocol, the Spanish queen 
regent gave her formal assent and sig- 
nature. 

Future Proceedings. 

Official news of the action at Madrid 
was not conveyed to the state depart- 
ment before the close of the depart- 
ment for the day. M. Cambon called 
at the department about ten minutes 
to four o’clock, and in the absence of 
Secretary Hay called upon Assistant 
Secretary Hill. He told the latter that 
he believed the treaty had been signed. 
It seems now probable that to the am- 
bassador will be confided the honor of 
closing up the task whieh he set about, 
seven months ago, of bringing two 
great nations then at war toa state of 
peace. Usually the rule is for a nation 
situated as is Spain to send a special 
envoy charged with the duty of ex- 
changing the ratifications. In this case 
the wish of the United States govern- 
ment will be consulted, and there is 
little doubt; in view of the kindly re- 
gard entertained for the ambassador 
by the president, that he will elect to 
have M. Cambon act for the last time 
as the representative of the Spanish 
government and make the exchange. A 
good reason also for accepting again 
the ambassador’s offices in this last 
function would: be the saving of time. 
It is presumed that the Spanish gov- 
ernment is desirous to hasten the com- 
plete restoration of peace, and this 
government is certainly equally anx- 
ious, so that if time can be saved by 
accepting the services of the ambassa- 
dor here, instead of awaiting’ the se- 
lection and coming of one from Mad: 
rid, that course is likely to be pur- 
sued. i 

The Spanish Prisoners, ! 

The signing of the treaty cannot in 
any manner affect the status of the 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of 
Aguinaldo, for the United States gov- 
ernment is doing all that it can to se- 
cure their release. Still it is appre- 
hended that the Spanish government, 
being able to address itself directly to 
the United States government so soon 
as the ratifications are exchanged, will 
not neglect to press the matter upon 
the attention of the state department, 
and perhaps will solicit authority to 
resume direct negotiations with the in- 
surgents looking to the release of the 
The hope is entertained, 
however, that it may be unnecessary to 
decline such a request, for’ by that date 
the insurrection may have been quelled. 
If the Spanish government should in- 
sist, however, some disagreeable ques- 
tions may be raised, involving the 
formal recognition of the insurgents by 
Spain, in which case, perhaps, it might 
claim the right to deal directly with 
Aguinaldo.

If the present rate of increase is main- 
tained, the total accumulation of wealth 
of the United States will represent, by 
the census of 1900, not far from $110,000,- 
000,000, or more than double that of 
Great Britain.

LETTER FROM CUBA. 


Placetas, Santa Clara Prov., Cuba, 
March 10th, 1899. 
Editor Evening Times: The company 
is now very nicely located at this place. 
The men are in good health, and as we 
are in one of the healthiest parts of the 
islanid, boil and filter all water used, and 
are very particular as to cleanliness in 
general, we should have very little sick- 
ness, The postmaster is the only Amer- 
ican here outside the soldiers. The city 
has a population of about 5,000, has very 
wide, level streets, a very pretty little 
park, and with a little American push 
could be made a very pleasant place. 
Our camp is now the cleanest, most 
convenient and agreeable we have been 
in. Roy Alexander is still at the hos- 
pital of 6th Ohio at Cienfuegos. Willis 
Kent has been in the hospital here for 
the past few days, but will be out by 
the time this reaches you. Word comes 
that Alexander is up and around. Will 
be sent here in a few days. So far as 
sickness is concerned, we have a good 
chance of being entirely free from it 
in avery short time. Taking it on an 
average, I hardiy think that more men 
will be sick here than out of the same 
number at home. Of course if we are 
held here during the rainy season a 
great deal-of sickness must naturally 
follow. I sincerely hope that the gav- 
ernment will not need us after the mid- 
dle of May. We now have 17 large 14x14 
tents, four 9x9 tents and a very large 
tarpoline in use by our company. All 
of these tents have a fly connected with 
them, and are raised 18 inches from the 
ground. Each man has a cot ta sleep 
on and our rations are good. A change 
in the municipal government took place 
in this city yesterday, the mayor ap- 
pointed by the United States taking 
possession, The appointment happened 
to suit the people and no trouble oc- 
curred. The people here speak well of 
our soldiers, and remark upon the 
cleanliness of our camp.

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STATE OF TRADE. 


Leading Commercial Agencies Give 
Interesting Reviews of the 
Business Situation. 


New York, March 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.’a 
Weekly Review of Trade says: “In busi-} 
ness, this year cannot be compared with any 
other. It can be said that payments 
through the principal clearing houses for 
the past week have been 57.4 per cent. 
greater than in 1892 and 45.9 per cent great- 
er than in 1898, but that exaggerates the. 
gain in some branches of business, while 
in others it falls far short of the gain. 
Thus the February exports of manufac- 
tured products have about doubled since 
1892. Omitting New York clearings, where 
speculation in stocks is most active, pay- 
ments through the other principal elear- 
ing houses for the same week show increase 
of 37.6 per cent. over 1892, and 27.1 per coni 
over last year. But without regard to such] 
details all realize that the volume of busi- 


ness in most branches is the greatest ever| 


known. 

“The national prosperity rests on more 
solid foundations. The exports of bread- 
stuffs, provisions, cotton and oil in Feb- 
ruary showed a decrease of $6,000,000, but 
other exports, mainly manufactured, were 
$36,406,948 in value against $31,275,396 last 
year, and were sufficiently large to cover 
60 per cent. of the entire imports. The 
merchandise exports exceeded imports for 
the month $88,624,117, the gold supply in- 
creasing, and there appears no occasion for 
monetary disturbance. The treasury re- 
corded its first payment of the $59,000,00¢ 
for the Central Pacific railroad, having 
previously received $59,000,000 for the Union 
Pacific and over $6,000,000 for the Kansas 
Pacific.

The 
William M. White estate, of Utica, N. 
Y., which owns the theatre, is about to 
be settled, and the ‘Athens theatre is 
listed among the property which must 
be sold. 


If the present rate of increase is main- 
tained, the total accumulation of wealth 
of the United States will represent, by 
the census of 1900, not far froim $110,000,- 
000,000, or more than double that of 
Great Britain. In 1860 the wealth of the 
United States was estimated at $20,000,- 
600,000; in 1870, at $25,000,000,000; in 1880, 
at $45,000,000,000, and in 1890, at $65,000,- 
000,000. Since 1890 the vast expansion, of 
trade, the addition of new territory, the 
wonderful increase of manufacturing 
interests and the development of min- 


eral ‘wealth, all observers agree, will 
put the United States far ahead of any 
other country in respect to material 
wealth. 

„At present the French people are 
watching Spain with close attention. 
The French point out the interesting 
and significant fact that the days of the 
military pronunciamento seem to be 


past. Spain evidently is more desirous 
of building up her industries than of 
building up a throne for some ambitious 
pretender of politician. Plainly a radi- 
eal life of the country across the Pyra- 
nees. : 

The great popularity of the queen 
regent is believed to be another element 
of greater solidity in the political situa- 
tion. In a general way a most optimis- 
tic view of Spain’s future is taken here. 
But France has troubles of her own.

is now very nicely located at this place 

The men are in good health, and as we 

are in one of the healthiest parts of the 


islanid, boil and filter all water used, and 
are very particular as to cleanliness in 
general, we should have very little sick- 
ness, The postmaster is the only Amer- 
ican here outside the soldiers. The city 
has a population of about 5,000, has very 
wide, level streets, a very pretty little 
park, and with a little American push 
could be made a very pleasant place 
Our camp is now the cleanest, most 
convenient and agreeable we have been 
in. Roy Alexander is still at the hos- 
pital of 6th Ohio at Cienfuegos. Willis 
Kent has been in the hospital here for 
the past few days, but will be out by 
the time this reaches you. Word comes 
that Alexander is up and around. Will 
be sent here in a few days. So far as 
sickness is concerned, we have a good 
chance of being entirely free from. it 
in avery short time. Taking it on an 
average, I hardiy think that more men 
will be sick here than out of the same 
number at home. Of course if we are 
held here during the rainy season a 
great deal-of sickness must naturally 
follow. I sincerely hope that the gov 
ernment will not need us after the mid- 
dle of May. We now have 17 large 14x14 
tents, four 9x9 tents and a very large 
tarpoline in use by our company. All 
of these tents have a fly connected with 
them, and are raised 18 inches from. the 
ground. Each man has cot ta sleep 
on and our rations are good. A change 
in the municipal government took place 
in this city yesterday, the mayor ap- 
pointed by the United States taking 
possession, The appointment happened 
to suit the people and no trouble oc- 
curred. The people here speak well of 
our soldiers, and remark upon the 
cleanliness of our camp,

here was a dreadful suspense as the 
fireman drew the woman toward him 
and finally had her safely on the ladder. 
A tremendous cheer went up from the 
crowd. 

Fireman John Hanna, of the fire- 
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boat Zephar Mills, rushed through the | 


smoke to the top floor and found Night 
Watchman MacNichol half asphyxiated. 
Hanna lowered him by means of wire 
to the fire escape two stories below and 
let himself down the same way. His 
hands were badly cut by the wire. Then 


Hanna assisted the old man down the 


fire escape. — 

All of these rescues and many others 
occurred within a period of a few min- 
utes. Meanwhile terrifying scenes were 
being enacted by frenzied men and 
women on almost every floor of the 
great building. How many persons 
are buried: in the ruins is not known, 
but at least three or four persons were 
seen to jump whose bodies have not 
been recovered. A young man, appar- 
ently an employe, jumped from the reof 
at the Forty-sixth street side of the 
hotel. Another unknown man jumped 
on the Fifth avenue side, and two more 
were seen to jump from the rear. Short- 
ly after that two women jumped from 
the roof to the courtyard below. It is 
known that two of these at least are 
dead. Eyewitnesses say that they saw 
a woman throw a child from a window 
and fall a moment later herself, just 
before the collapse of one of the walls. 
As yet no trace of these bodies has 
been found.

Kansas City, Mo., March 18.—The 
army beef court of inquiry arrived here 
from Omaha at six o'clock Friday 


Midland hotel. During the morning 
14% hours were spent in inspect- 
ing the Armour packing plant, from 
which more than 1.000,000 pounds of 
canned roast beef was soldi to the gov- 
ernment during the recent war. They 
watched the process of canning, siteril- 
izing and roasting.
